THE  STORY  OF  "CASH” 

The  word  "cash"  is  one  of  those  nu- 
mismatic words  almost  every  layman 
knows  from  somewhere  or  othef,  and 
yet  few  realize  that  there  are  two  words 
sounding  almostalike  which  are  being 
constantly  confused  as  their  meaning 
is  closely  related. 

When  we  speak  of  cash  payments,  or 
cashing  a check,  we  have  a picture  of 
a treasury  handing  out  money  - - the 
Latin  word  for  this  treasury  or  fiscus 
being  "cassa." 

However,  the  little  Chinese  brass 
coin  known  as  "cash"  stems  from  the 
Malay  word  "kasu,  " a term  of  not  too 
certain  meaning,  found  used  for  the 
little  copper  coins  of  Southern  India 
such  as  the  kingdom  of  Mysore  and  its 
neighbors.  On  the  latters' coins, 
incidentally,  the  word  is  spelled  in 
English  and  styled'"kash"  occasionally. 

It  is  difficult  to  say  why  the  term 
"cash"  for  the  holed  Chinese  brass 
persists;  but  the  real  term  for  it  is 
"li"’  or  "ri"  --  and  there  are  other 
terms  --  even  the  Chinese  accept  our 
term  "cash"  for  it,  just  as  they  did  in 
the  case  of  the  word  "tael"  for  their 
silver  unit,  originally  styled  "liang" 
by  themselves .

THE  ORIGINAL  "BEZANT" 
OR  BYZANTINE 


The  equivalent  of  the  first  large 
silver  coin  in  Central  Europe --called 
Groat  or  Groschen--  was  the  Bezant 
of  Southern  Europe.  Both  coins  are 
essentially  of  the  same  size  and  weight 
but  whereas  the  Groat  was  an  original 
Idea  of  the  Bohemian  mint  masters, 
and  has  a distinctive  design  not  seen 
before,  the  Bezant  is  based  on  an 
earlier  coin,  the  Solidus. 

For  several  Centuries  before  the 
rise  of  the  Bezant,  the  well-made  sil- 
ver and  gold  coins  of  the  Byzantine 
Empire  had  attracted  the  envy  of  the 
Southern  Italian  and  near-Eastern 
countries.  Even  when  the  fortunes  of 
Byzantium  declined,  the  flat  and  later 
concave  silver  coins  of  the  Emperors 
were  current  throughout  the  Mediter- 
ranean area. 

The  Byzantine  coins  were  called 
Millareslum  and  generally  showed  a 
standing  or  seated  Emperor  on  one 
side,  with  an  inscription  or  cross  on 
the  coin.  Particularly,  the  type  with 
the  ruler  enthroned  and  the  cross, 
attracted  the  rulers  of  Southern  Europe 
and  imitations  of  this  type  were  soon 
issued  in  several  countries, notably 
Naples  and  Sicily,  as  well  as  by  the 
Crusader  States.

One  of  the  best  known  and  perhaps 
most  typical  Bezants  (the  word  Is  old 
French  for  Byzantine)- -is  the  Bezant 
or  Grosso  of  King  Robert  of  Naples, 
This  ruler,  of  Anjou  stock,  ruled 
Southern  Italy  between  1309  and  1343AD 
The  silver  coins  show  Robert  seated 
on  his  throne,  holding  the  sceptre  and 
orb,  surmounted  by  a cross . In  style 
of  die  cutting,  the  work  approaches 
that  of  the  French  medieval  mint  mas- 
ters. 

The  reverse  has  an  embellished  cross 
surrounded  by  a Christian  prayer 
formula.  Many  varieties  of  this  Bezant 
exist  and  are  often  found  in  hoards 
discovered  in  the  Holy  Land  and  other 
countries  through  which  the  Crusaders 
passed.

Very  few  rulers,  especially  in  re- 
cent times,  have  had  the  unusual  fate 
of  reigning  at  three  separate  times  in 
their  country's  history. 

Oddly  enough,  the  only  two  examples 
that  come  to  mind  in  recent  years,  are 
both  East  European:  Michael  of 
Roumania  ruled  as  a boy  from  1928  to 
1930  and  twice  as  a man  from  1940; 
but  George  II  of  Greece  actually  ruled 
three  separate  times. 

In  1922  George  succeeded  Constan- 
tine in  taking  over  an  already  very 
shaky  throne.  There  is  an  aluminum 
10  Lepta  of  1922  which  can  be  assigned 
with  equal  justification  to  both  rulers. 
The  Greek- Turkish  War  brought  with 
it  the  establishment  of  the  Republic  in 
1923  and  the  end  of  the  Royal  House. 
However,  a plebiscite,  in  1935, brought 
about  the  restoration  of  the  monarchy, 
and  George  II  returned  in  triumph.  He 
had  spent  the  exile  mostly  in  England 
where  he  had  lived  modestly  and  was 
known  as  a very  democratic  fellow 
indeedl  who  mingled  with  all  sorts  of 
people  and  never  put  on  the  royal 
"dog." 

The  first  coin  struck  to  mark 
the  return  of  Royal  government  to 
Greece,,  was  a proof  100  Drachm  silver 
dollar  designed  by  Spink's  of  London. 

It  was  also  struck  off  in  gold  and  there 
Is  a smaller  companion  piece  worth 
20  Drachms . This  was  followed  by  a 
regular  series  of  minor  coins,  struck 
at  Athens. 

In  1940  the  king  was  again  ousted, 
this  time  by  foreign  invaders,  and  for 
four  years,  Greece  was  under  the  rule 
of  the  German  Army.  With  liberation 
in  1944,  George  II  once  more  returned 
and  resumed  both  the  rule  and  coinage 
Interrupted  by  the  war. 

When  he  died  a couple  of  years  later 
George  II  had  succeeded  in  running  up 
the  impressive  number  of  three 
separate  reigns.  Even  Napoleon  only 
managed  to  have  two  periods  of  power.
